Detroit, Midi., Jan. 0.— Announce­ 
ment was made by the Ford Motor 
Company of Detroit of a profit-sharing 
scheme by whir ii $lu,fido,nod, approxl 
mutely half the earning* of the con 
cern, will be distributed annually to 
its employes.
